The Republican party is ia danger of losing 
power by lack of moral courage. Slavery having 
gone bv the board, oven the Democracy of the 
South consenting to its death, there is no living 
issue now available for party purposes but that of 
equal suffrage -or, in its present application, negro 
This doctrine of equal suffrage is the 
sequence of the Republican ideas of liberty 
and equality ; its application is essential -*o the 
perfect renoVation of the South and the protection 
and elevation of its emancipated working men, and 
yet the Republican party hesitated tq plant itself 
boldlv upon a principle which it knows to be the 
• true ami just one, aud which every sagacious 
sees must ultimately prevail, if tree govern¬ 
ment is to be fully realized and made permanent. 
How pitifully this vital issue has been dodged by 
the Republican party of Ohio everybody knows. 
The leaders did not dare propose to give political 
equality to the colored men of Ohio, and they were

Outride the shadow of our flag, and the sound of 
the Provost-Marshal’s voice, negroes are still mur¬ 
dered and freedmen enslaved, in defiance of the 
authority of the Government and of the laws of 
God. Emancipation anil the protection of the 
freedmen still depend* on the Federal bayonet.

"era we shall keep? 

If they ran prove that the black troops are not 
able or willing to do the fighting necessary to fulfil 
the functidns for which they were sent there, that 
would form a valid objection to their presence. 
But this is not their grievance. They object to 
black troops 1 ••'cause of the effect on their "Mack 
freod population. A roffinjont of uniformed Mark 
men is a living gospel of political right to the black 
race around them. The very right of them causes 
the black man to feel that lie ho* or ought to have 
equal right* to life, liberty, and the panmit of liap- 
pinras with the white. If this is tho slaveholder's 
objection, and wo think it is, then, instead of re¬ 
moving tho black regiments, double the number of 
them imim*diately. We want the black man at the 
South to stand up fearlessly in his God-given free¬ 
dom. and by all peaceful moans hi claim jioUticiil 
equality, and by all means to defend himself wbou 
assailed. If the presence ot negro troops lends any 
additional confidence to the timid aud long-aufler- 
ing slave, to maintain hi* freedom und protect his 
rights we are glad of it. By all means they must 
stay th e r e b e increased and new armies of them, 
if need lx*, recruited till every slave in the South 
has shouldered a musket. 

To withdraw tho colored troops ia to disband 
ll»utn. a* we have nu m,. for them elsewhere. And 
to disband them and raise another army, is at once 
to rob the labor market of white labor which we 
need, nnd burden it with black labor at a time when 
the snjqfly of black labor already on the market is 
in excess of the demand. 

We have dwelt on this topic less to argue it, than 
to show how preposterous tho demand tho lute 
rebels an* callable of making. They claim, of j 
course, that the presence of negro troops causes 
the negroes to Ik* impudent. One rule will dissi¬ 
pate all these charges of impudence against the 
negro. It is this. Nothing is impudent when said 
by a negro to a white man, which ia not equally 
impudent when said by a white man to a negro, 
anil no white man is justified in saying to a negro 
what he would not be justified in saying to a white 
man. Viewed by this standard of construction, we 
believe it would bo found that the negroes of the 
Mouth very nearly monopolized tho politeness of 
that section of the country.

This fa always an interesting field of observa¬ 
tion. I found here Air. Femald, wife, sister, and 

Airs. Holton, teachers employed by the North- 
_estern Commission. Mr. Femald fa a man of 
ability in his profession, and so far as remuneration 
is concerned, bis work fa truly a missionary one. 
Commission teachers receive only 820 per month 
and subsistence. He gave me some interesting de¬ 
tails, which I transcribe. 

The schools were opened in March last. About 
500 scholars have been in attendance at all of them. 
In addition to those established by the Commission 
there are two taught by colored men themselves. 
Air. Femald’s schools will average about 350 pu¬ 
pil* I Abont one hundred dollars have been paid 
in all by them for tuition. One-third of this num¬ 
ber are' adult*. When the school reopens it will 
have abont 500 pupifa- One large school is held in 
the open air, at a camp south of the Ten nessee . 
The other fa held in an abandoned building in the 
town. The tcaeherff adopted the one session per 
dav system—fbnr houre long. 

Mr. Femald state* that he has had no experience 
with the children oT laboring whites in the Mouth, 
and cannot, therefore, make a comparison with 
, them, but that his colored pupils compere most 
1 favorably with any scholars he has taught in the 
North. 'One difficulty has been had. The oppres¬ 
sion of the past has made many doubtful" as to the 
good intentions of any white man. Mr. F. has felt 
3ii* prejudice among some. He fa, however, slowly 
conquering it. 

Here let me say tliat this only carries out an ex 
_ .fte nce of my own. often noted in the past The 
colored people who, during Hi fa war. have congre¬ 
gated alxmt onr poet*, grow after a short tim e very 
much more suspicious, and are harder to direct, for 
their own good, than Ihnsr yon con reach direfalv 
from slavery.

HUM’ ASYLUMS.

* * * While these and other institutions 
•were being formed in Europe, the philanthropists 
of the western hemisphere became alive also to 
their importance and value. It seems as if some 
providential impulse were given at this moment 
simultaneously to the friends of humanity, to 
arouse themselves to the aid of the most repttoYe 
and pitiable of its sufferers. In 1846 the authorities 
of Massachusetts appointed the well-known Dr.»• 
G Howe, so celebrated for his treatment of the 
blind and deaf mute Laura Bridgman, to inquire 
into the condition of idiots in the commonwealth, 
and to discover if anything could be done > m _ their 
behalf. The reports of Dr. Howe exhibit the 
greatest zeal, energy, and talent, and he brought 
all the force of his powerful and original intellect 
to bear upon this object, with the happiest conse-

another- Boys who have commenced learning in | 
this way have become great proficients in draw¬ 
ing, and one youth especially, whose drawings have 
attracted the attention of the most celebrated of 
modem artists of animal form Bir Edwin Land¬ 
seer let it was six months before he could be 
taught to distinguish with certainty a dog’s head 
from his tail, a fact which Mr. Sidney says he men¬ 
tioned to the late Prince Consort, when he inquired 
if the vouth whose drawings he was adm ir ing could 
have ever beeu an idiot. Some subjects are taught 
to a large number collectively. The multiplica¬ 
tion tables are sung accompanied by various move¬ 
ments of the arms and legs. Reading, writing, 
arithmetic, drawing, and in the loiter cases letters 
and figures, counting, imitation, speaking, weigh¬ 
in', telling the time, colors and other simple 
things are taught to less numbers together. Some 
lessons are made as amusing as possible, and at the 
same time practically valuable. One of those at 
Earlswood always gratifies visitors from its novelty, 
and is very useful for giving the inmates an idea of 
the value "of articles, and how to buy and sML It is 
called the Shop Lesson, and proceeds thus: In 
one part of the schoolroom there are the usual fit¬ 
tings of a general shop, consisting of drawers 
marked plainly on the outside with the names of 
their contents. Above these is a row of canisters. 
The pupils are seated in the gallery with a table or 
counter placed in front, on which are laid scales, 
weights, money, and measures. A boy is selected 
as shopkeeper, aud placed behind the counter. He 
begins with asking for custom, which he often does 
with much humor, and many hands are speedily 
held up, when one hoy is selected to come down 
and make soirie purchase. When an article 
asked for, the shopman examines the labels on tne i 
drawers till he finds it. Then comes the weighing, 
which is sometimes a puzzle as to the value of the 
pounds and Ounces. Before any weight taken up 
bv the shopman is put into the scale, the class is 
well questioned upon it. Next comes the plating 
• the seale the correct quantity of the sugar, nee, 
oi- whatever else is asked for, and it is often amus¬ 
ing to observe the shopman beginning with little 
spoonfuls when the quantity may be large ; and 
sometimes, when the balance is nearly complete it 
is a thorough poser whether to complete it by add¬ 
ing to or taking from the mass. The paying and 
the calculation are quite a scene, the whole class 
checking the sums at every step. Frequently the 
combinations of pence and halfpence cause a long 
stop in the proceedings. Here, however, thq pur¬ 
chaser not unfrequently shows great cunning, and 
puts down a shilling, a florin, or half-crown, and 
throws the determination of the proper change on 
the shopman. To witness this, lesson is most amus¬ 
ing In a report of the Commissioners of Lunacy 
this method of instruction is especially commended. 

Another lesson is learning to tell the time by the 
clock, which forms a good test of power. Out of 
one hundred and thirty-four pupils attending to¬ 
gether, three could tell the time to a minute, twelve 
to a quarter of an hour, while twenty-two could be 
certain only of the hours, and the rest were unable 
to say what o’clock it was at all. Several who can 
tell the hours will only name them with regard to 
particular occurrences of the day, as ‘ ‘ time for din- 
"sr,” “time for tea,” or other similar references.

Every¬ 
thing is done that can make learning enjoyable, and 
the powers axe never overtaxed by dwelling on any 
one thing too long together. The useful needle¬ 
work accomplished is surprising, and the most pro¬ 
ficient axe allowed certain times for making fancy 
articles, the beauty of which has astonished those 
who have attended bazaars for the benefit of the 
charity. When a visitor goes into a workroom, the 
girls exhibit their sewing most eagerly, and are en¬ 
chanted by expressions of approbation. Ail the 
fittings of the room have a tendency to keep the 
pupils in a state of pleasant feeling, and they are 
provided with cases of ferns, flowers, pictures, maps, 
giving the apartments a most cheerful aspect, wlncn 
tells well upon their occupants.

The New York Trade-Sale of Books is an event of 
interest and importance to toe makers, and pub¬ 
lishers, and sellers of hooks—of not a little also to 
toe buyers, as these sales must have an influence on 
toe Trade price of books all over toe country- 
Nearly all the large publishing houses contribute 
to toe sale, and we suppose most of toe jobbers 
and retail dealers doing a considerable business 
anywhere to America have their representatives 
at Mr. Cooley’s spacious rooms on Broadway. 

The catalogue which lies before us is an octavo vol¬ 
ume of 390 pages, distributed among about one 
hundred contributors. The Appletons, of this city, 
whose invoice opens the sale, have 30 pages to them¬ 
selves, Ticknor & Fields 16, J. B. Lipptoeott & Co. 

28, Hurd & Houghton 13, and so on. We cannot 
readily compute the number of volumes offered, 
but it is easy to see that toe proceeds of toe sale 
will be reckoned by hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars. If any of our readers who do not belong to 
“toe trade” should chance to look to during toe 
eight days through which the sale will continue, 
they will find a very intelligent audience listening 
intently to Mr. Leavitt’s eloquence, and buying 
great quantities of books on purely business prin¬ 
ciples—not literary.

But we think that toe true 
way to still further improvement is to create a de¬ 
mand for it. When toe public is educated up to 
an English standard, we may expect publishers to 
give ns as well-printed books as the English—and 
; not till then. And the very first complaint we have 
to make against onr friends to the Trade-Sale Rooms 
—all of whom, we trust, will read this to the friendly 
spirit to which it was written—is, that some of 
them have fallen into toe habit of asserting that 
they already equal their English models. The 
truth is that the best American work is still far be¬ 
hind toe best English, while between the average 
issues of toe leading American and English |u| 
there is simply no comparison to be made, 
who is to the habit of buying English books this 
statement will seem commonplace, and will needno 
verification. To one who is not a connoisseur, we 
have this simple test to propose. Let him place 
one of the best specimens of American typography 
—-say the Cambridge De Tocqueville—by the side \ 
of any good English book. On toe English page, 
the blackness and lustre of the ink, the perfection 
of toe presswork, the clear face of toe type, the 
exact “register,” toe well-seasoned paper, and that 
indescribable general appearance of completeness 
resulting from thoroughly skilled work and good 
materials, will be sure to make itself felt on any at¬ 
tentive observation. Yet we find several American 
pubEshers vaunting their productions as equal to 
toe English, and one goes so far as to say that “ toe 
EngEsh book-makers have hardly equalled these 
American products to their most ambitious and ex¬ 
pensive issues.” We Me sorry to add that the lat¬ 
ter extravagant fiction seems to be quoted from a 
newspaper notice; which proves that some of toe 
newspaper critics need instruction as well as the 
book publishers. 

It used to be said that the American market would 
not pay the prices which must he demanded for 
first-rate work ; but, as prices have increased lately 
100 per cent, and do not seem to fall with toe gen¬ 
eral decline to labor and material, we thmk chat 
excuse for poor books can hardly be alleged at pres¬ 
ent. A more valid apology would be the lack 
of competent workmen. It is is undoubtedly <m- 
ficult to procure to America men who would be 
taken on at a first-class London printing-house, but 
wages are higher here than there, and the printers 
could be tempted to come, and would speedily edu- 
cate others. As to material, we are aware that a 
great deal of paper is imported, and a great deal oi 
type—not so much ink, webeEeve. Indeed, we 
have heard that one of the best—perhaps the best 
practical printer in the United States, declared he 
had ho hope of being able to rival tote English m 
Rhe depth of their ink-color, because there was 
something in the atmosphere of this continent j 
which caused the ink to fade with exposure. If 
that- be so, we never shall have American books that | 
will comfort toe eye like toe EngEsh, for there is 
no one difference between them more important 
than toe lustre of the inks. As to paper, toe pre¬ 
vailing fashion of deeply tinted or “toned stock 
is not always to the best taste. The yeEow is very 
weE to works of luxury, but it is not suitable for 
such standing works as compose toe bulk of our 
publications.

The statistics as to the actual number of deaths 
caused by administration of chloroform vapor give, 
as the result, an average of one death to 16,000 cases 
of inhalation. But this is undoubtedly an unfair 
estimate, since the numbers include all those deaths 
which occurred before the profession had thoroughly 
learnt the safest methods of using chloroform, what, 
are the chief dangers attendant on its application, 
and how they may best be averted. 

The great discovery was, it seems, nearly strangled 
l its birth: 

In the first case in which Dr. Simpson proposed to try the 
effects of chloroform in a surgical operation, just asi the 
preliminaries were arranged, the hoy died. Not a breath of 
Chloroform had been given. So, m another case, an appa¬ 
ratus for administering chloroform was applied to a patient 
aboht to be operated on. Suddenly he died. All around 
thought chloroform had brought about the result. When 
they came to examine matters they found that the valve was 
closed and not a whiff of chloroform had entered the lungs.

m Tliat precision of observation which forms so no¬ 
table and hopeful a characteristic of modem medi¬ 
cal research has done good service in the demonstra¬ 
tion of the virtues and toe dangers of chloroform, 
so that even an unprofessional person may readily 
understand how it is that risk of death is incurred 
whenever the pleasant apple-flavored vapor is in¬ 
cautiously inhaled to reEeve present pain. Its effi¬ 
cacy is certain, but toe temporary immunity from 
suffering is only obtained at toe risk of immediate 
death. If chloroform be poured on a flat surface, 
it entirely evaporates in a few seconds. It mixes 
in the form of vapor with toe surrounding air; 
and if there be a large quantity of this vapor and 
a small amount of air (as in a cone of linen on 
which chloroform has beep, io discnminately poured), 
the result is an atmosphere which, when in¬ 
haled, may produce extreme danger, or even im¬ 
mediate death.
